Mr.  Mayor,  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  for  the  year  1970. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  was  9? 790?  an  increase  of  40. 

The  number  of  live  births  reported  was  194?  an  increase  of  47 • 

There  were  two  infant  deaths,  neither  of  which  occurred  in  the  first 
month  after  birth.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  10  per  1,000 
live  births,  the  lowest  figure  recorded  since  1964®  The  number  of 
stillbirths  was  4?  giving  a  stillbirth  rate  of  20  per  1,000  total 
births,  compared  with  the  provisional  rate  of  13  for  England  and 
Wales. 

The  number  of  deaths  reported  was  151-  The  adjusted  death  rate 
of  16.3  per  1,000  population  compared  with  the  provisional  rate  of 
11.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

Notified  cases  of  infectious  disease  totalled  37®  There  were 
six  cases  of  infective  jaundice  and  23  cases  of  measles. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  support  given  to 
me  during  the  year,  and  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  other 
chief  officers,  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  for  their  co¬ 
operation  and  assistance.

Social  conditions  of  the  area. 

The  district  is  mainly  industrial  but  there  are  several  dairy 
farms  in  outlying  parts.  The  chief  industries  are  -  cotton 
doubling,  wool  combing,  spinning  and  weaving,  and  light  engineering. 
Part  of  a  large  dye  works  is  situated  in  the  area,  also  two  stone 
quarries.  None  of  the  industries  has  been  found  to  be  injurious  to 
the  health  of  the  inhabitants  at  large. 

The  district  is  situated  in  the  Tame  Valley,  in  the  south-east 
corner  of  Lancashire.  Its  lowest  point  is  approximately  400  feet 
and  the  highest  point  over  1600  feet  above  sea  level.  The  built-up 
area  lies  mainly  between  450  and  725  feet  above  sea  level.  A  large 
part  of  the  area  is  moorland,  and  some  of  this  is  covered  by  reser¬ 
voirs  controlled  by  the  West  Pennine  Water  Board.

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COMMENTS  ON  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  principal  vital  statistics  for  the  year  1 97 0 «  along  with  some 
comparative  statistics  for  previous  years,  are  shown  in  the  nine  tables 
which  are  grouped  together  later  in  the  report. 

TABLE  I  -  shows  the  birth-rate,  the  death-rate,  the  stillbirth-rate, 
the  maternal  mortality  rate  and  the  infant  mortality  rate 
for  1970  along  with  the  comparative  rates  for  the  five 
previous  years,  while  in 

TABLE  II  -  the  comparative  rates  back  to  1941  are  given. 

The  birth-rate  of  19°8  per  1,000  population  is  higher  than  last  year*s 
rate  ( 1 5  •  1 ) »  whilst  the  death-rate  is  1 5  «* 4  as  against  13 -7  • 

The  adjusted  birth-rate  of  22.8  for  Mossley  and  the  adjusted  death- 
rate  of  16.3  both  exceed  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  of 
16.0  and  11.7  respectively. 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year. 

There  was  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  10  per  1,000  related  live  births 
compared  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales' 'of  18.  It  will  be  realised 
that  when  numbers  are  small,  considerable  fluctuations  may  take  place  from 
year  to  year.  The  average  rate  over  the  past  five  years  is  25. 

TABLE  III  -  shows  that  there  were  151  deaths  and  it  analyses  them  by 

cause  and  sex.  Cancer  was  named  on  the  death  certificate  in 
1 5%  of  all  deaths.  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  tuberculosis. 

TABLE  V  -  shows  that  three  n«w  cases  occurred  during  the  year.

All  "the  24  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year  were  residing  at  home,  but  it  was  not  always  possible  for 
a  separate  bedroom  to  be  allocated  to  the  patient.  The  re-housing  of 
families  in  which  there  is  an  infectious  case  of  respiratory  tuberculosis, 
particularly  where  a  family  includes  young  children,  should  therefore  be 
given  a  high  degree  of  priority.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  1970 • 
DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


77  new  dwellings  have  been  connected  to  the  public  sewers  during  the  year. 
All  drain  connections  are  examined  prior  to  filling  in,  and  connections  to  the 
public  sewers  are  made  by  the  Council,  or  by  contractors  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Council.  Three  existing  dwellings  have  been  connected  to  the  public 
sewers. 

Three  lengths  of  sewer  were  cleaned  during  the  year  by  power  boring  and 
winching,  at  Waterton  Lane,  Stockport  Road  and  Manchester  Road. 

Part  of  a  brick  sewer  at  Dark  Lane  collapsed-  ear.ly  in  the  year.  This 
section  was  reconstructed  with  concrete  pipes. 

A  branch  sewer  at  Micklehurst  Road,  serving  Spring  Bank  Mills  and  the 
recently  completed  Richmond ‘Crescent .development ,  was  reconstructed  in  larger 
diameter  pipes  due  to  the  inadequate  capacity  of  the. original  sewer  laid  in 
1900. 

A  short  open  section  of  the  County  Brook  watercourse,  in  the  vicinity  of 
Waterton  Mill,  has  been  culvert ed. 

17  blockages  in  public  sewers  have  been  cleared,  and  two  manhole  covers 
and  frames  renewed. 

Approximately  55  houses  situated  mainly  in  outlying  parts  of  the  Borough 
are  not  connected  to  the  public  sewers. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES,  DISINFESTATION  ETC. 

Five  Council-owned  houses  and  twelve  privately-owned  houses  have  been 
treated  after  complaints  of  insects.

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SEWAGE  WORKS. 


The  Council fs  sewage  works  are  situated  at  Weir  Mill  and  Black  Rock  at 
the  lowest  point  in  the  area.  The  works  were  reconstructed  in  1955/56  and 
additional  work  in  connection  with  the  disposal  of  storm  water  was  carried 
out  in  1961 .  The  works  are  designed  to  give  full  treatment  to  three  times 
the  dry  weather  flow  of  500,000  gallons  perday.  Plow  in  excess  of  three 
times  dry  weather  flow  and  up  to  six  times  dry  weather  flow  is  passed  to 
storm  water  tanks.  Flow  in  excess  of  six  times  dry  weather  flow  is  screened 
and  discharged  direct  to  the  river. 

The  crude  sewage  is  first  passed  through  duplicate  screening  and  detritus 
tanks,  followed  by  sedimentation  tanks,  percolating  filters  and  humus  tanks. 

The  final  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  River  Tame  or  drawn  by  the  Central 
Electricity  Generating  Board  for  cooling  purposes.  Sludge  is  pumped  to  diges¬ 
tion  tanks  and  lagoons  are  provided  for  drying  the  surplus  sludge.  The  dried 
sludge  is  used  for  covering  purposes  on  the  Council's  tip.  A  mechanically- 
raked  screen  to  replace  one  of  the  existing  hand-raked  screens  has  been 
obtained  and  will  be  installed  early  in  1971 • 

A  flow  recorder  and  a  ra.in  gauge  are  in  operation.  The  average  daily 
flow  throughout  the  year  was  1,191,000  gallons.  The  total  rainfall  was 
50.21  inches. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  is  a  sufficient  and  satisfactory  supply  of  water  to  most  parts  of 
the  Borough.  The  supplying  authority  is  the  West  Pennine  Water  Board,  formed 
by  the  amalgamation  of  the  Ashton-under-Lyne,  Oldham  and  Rochdale  water 
undert akings .  The  water  is  upland  surface  water,  augmented  by  artesian  wells. 

Water  is  supplied  from  public  water  mains  direct  to  3,872. dwelling-houses 
with  a  population  of  9,717  (estimated). 

Considerable  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Board  during  the  year,  involving 
the  cleaning  and  relining  of  the  main  distributing  pipes.  Some  inconvenience 
occurred  due  to  the  temporary  interruption  of  supplies  whilst  this  work  was  in 
progress. 

The  water  mains  were  extended  during  the  year  to  supply  78  new  dwellings. 

51  bacteriological  examinations  of  mains  water  were  made  by  the  supplying 
authority;  49  samples  were  reported  to  be  excellent,  and  two  were  satisfactory. 

There  are  29  houses,  with  an  estimated  population  of  73,  which  are  not 
supplied  with  town's  water.  During  the  year  ten  samples  of  water  for  bac¬ 
teriological  examination  were  taken  from  the  private  supplies;  of  these 
seven  were  satisfactory  and  three  unsatisfactory. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


There  are  4 >110  movable  dustbins  and  six  dry  ash  pits  in  use  within  the 
Borough.  In  the  greater  part  of  the  district  bins  are  emptied  each  week  and 
the  contents  removed  to  the  Corporation  tip  at  Midge  Hill.  Refuse  is  also 
removed  on  request  from  the  accessible  part  of  the  Added  Micklehurst  area,  the 
premises  served  being  those  whose  owners  have  agreed  to  meet  the  cost  of 
collection,  The  remaining  premises  are  in  isolated  situations  where  local  dis¬ 
posal  is  still  practicable.  A  Ka,rrier  Bantam  and  a  Karrier  Gamecock  are 
employed  and  approximately  1,650  motor  loads  of.  household  refuse  are  dealt  with 
per  year,  equivalent  to  about  55  tons  per  week.  A  charge  is  made  for  the  use 
of  the  tip  by  local  builders. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  separate  collection  of  bulky  household 
refuse  which  cannot  be  removed  by  the  Karriers. 

Under  Section  75  (3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  Council  have  under¬ 
taken  to  provide  bins  for  the  storage  of  household  refuse  at  an  annual  charge 
which  is  now  7/6d.  per  bin.  The  number  of  bins  provided  under  this  arrange¬ 
ment  is  1 ,909.  Many  owners  prefer  to  buy  their  own  dustbins. 

The  present  tip  at  Midge  Hill  was. brought  into  use  in  1964*  Covering 
material  is  being  obtained  by  digging  into  a  disused  tip  and  carting  the 
material  to  the  present  tip,  a  distance -of  -  some  two  miles.  The  changing  nature 
of  household  refuse  has  shortened  the  life  of  this  tip  from  an  anticipated  20 
years  to  less  than  ten  years. 

A  "Clean  up  Mossley"  campaign  was  undertaken  in  August.  As  an  experiment, 
a  large  open  waste  hopper  was  placed  on  five  different  sites  in  the  town  for 
periods  of  five  to  seven  days.  The  hopper  was  hired  from  and  the  contents 
removed  by  a  national  waste  disposal  firm  and  on  the  first  four  sites  it  was 
filled  twice  within  the  period  allowed.  Assistance  was  given  by  local  second¬ 
ary  school  pupils.  It  was  found  that  some  residents  continued  to  bring  arti¬ 
cles  for  disposal  to  the  sites  after  the  hopper  had  been  moved  elsewhere,  and 
this  necessitated  the  use  of  the  Council’s  lorry  and  workmen  in  clearing  up 
operations.  Nevertheless,  the  success  of  the  campaign  can  be  assessed  from  the 
large  amount  of  refuse  collected  in  the  hoppers,  much  of  which  would  otherwise 
have  been  dumped  in  gardens,  yards,  passages  or  road  verges. 

During  the  year,  the  Council's  lorry  x^as  called  to  311  dwellings  to  remove 
extraordinary  items  of  house  refuse,  comprising  mainly  furniture  and  floor 
covering  materials. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

Discussions  which  had  commenced  in  1 969  with  a  view  to  the  establishment  of 
a  joint  refuse  disposal  plant  in  the  Oldham  County  Borough  continued  during  the 
year,  but  virtually  came  to  an  end  so  far  as  this  authority  was  concerned  when 
the  site  of  the  proposed  plant  was  changed  from  the  South  side  of  Oldham  to  the 
North  side,  making  the  journey  to  and  from  the  proposed  plant  much  more  diffi¬ 
cult  and  costly.  Informal  discussions  were  subsequently  held  with  a  group  of 
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neighbouring  authorities  to  find  a  basis  for  an  alternative  scheme,  and  in 
October  a  feasibility  study  was  begun  on  joint  refuse  disposal  by  incinera¬ 
tion  by  four  authorities,  including  Mossley.  It  was  envisaged  that  equali¬ 
sation  of  disposal  costs  would  be  adopted,  sc  that  authorities  situated 
further  away  from  the  plant  would  not  be  at  a  financial  disadvantage  vis-A- 
vis  authorities  closer  to  the  plant.  The  feasibility  study  had  not  been 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION.

There  are  4, 198  fresh  water  closets,  six  waste  water  closets  and  35  pail 
closets.  The  number  of  houses  on  the  water  carriage  system  is  3,870.  There 
is  a  weekly  collection  from  the  pail  closets,  and  the  contents  are  removed 
to  the  Corporation  Yard  and  discharged  into  the  main  sewer  which  passes 
through  the  yard.  The  number  of  fresh  water  closets  has  increased  by  75* 

A  scheme  for  the  conversion  of  pail  and  waste  water  closets  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  47  ( I )  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  was  adopted 
in  November,  195 6®  The  total  number  of  water  closets  provided  under  this 
scheme  is  1,151* 

Following  prolonged  correspondence  with  the  brewery  concerned,  work 
commenced  in  December  on  the  installation  of  new  sanitary  conveniences  in 
a  public  house  situated  outside  the  area  provided  with  main  drainage.  A 
septic  tank  and  filter  will  be  constructed  so  as  to  produce  a  sat isfactory 
effluent  for  discharge  into  a  nearby  piped  watercourse. 

/in  extensive  improvement  scheme  has  been  approved  for  another  public 
house  in  the  area  but  has  been  held  up  because  of  unresolved  difficulties 
in  acquiring  land  required,  for  a  car  park  to  replace  an  existing  small 
parking  place  on  land  which  will  be  taken  for  the  extension.  In  this 
case,  the  brewery  is  to  provide  a  temporary  W.C.  for  ladies,  which 
unfortunately  cannot  be  incorporated  into  the  major  scheme. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 


Following  the  erection  of  a,  new  public  convenience  in  Upper  Mossley  in 
1968,  it  is  proposed  during  the  comingt  year  to  improve  two  existing  public 
conveniences,  one  in  Mossley  Brow  and  one  in  Micklehurst .
